The drop in membership owes |

But the principal reason seems 
to be that repeated purges and 
changes of party policy dictated by 
'Moscow and the Russian Com- 
‘munist Party have moved many 
Communists to take an independ- 
ent line. They are Marxists, but 
‘not Stalinists, they assert. 

There are indications National 
Communism is seeping into the! 
‘Socialist Unity (Communist) Party 
in Eastern Germany despite rigor- 
‘ous controls imposed upon that 
organization’s membership by the 
‘Soviet occupation authorities. 
Repeated warnings of activities 
of “Communist renegades” are 
|\being issued by the Political Bu- 
‘reau of the Eastern Party.

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The Union’s ‘Public-Be-Damned’ Stand

truce the Chamber 
of Commerce will not endear the Union or 
its leaders to an already outraged citi- 
zenry. 

This “public-be-damned” attitude means 
the health, convenience and pocketbooks 
of 500,000 people will continue to suffer be- 
cause Jesse Walton, despite denials in a 
letter published in today’s Pulse of the 
Public, was ordered by the Labor Bureau 
of the Midwest to strike. The strike long 
has been out of the local ugion’s hands, 
although many of its members may not, 
and apparently do not, know it. 

Walton again has put the Union’s de- 
mands above any c@sideration of public 
service. The public, ordinarily slow to 
anger, already is agitated. It will not soon 
forget the prostration brought on by Wal- 
ton. The long-term result will beva law 
prohibiting such strikes in public utility 
industries. 

A great many trolley operators are re- 
ported unconcerned about the end of the 
strike. According to reports, many are 
earning $20 to $30 a day—one reported 
collecting $69 in a single day—driving the 
so-called “courtesy cars.” We repeat a 
warning of yesterday that by no means all 
drivers of these cars are union members 
and some already have been discovered 
who have criminal records. 

The best that can be said for the “cour- 
tesy car” racket is that the trolley opera- 
tors have been given a free franchise to 


A Dictator 
Who Planted Democracy 


The Turks held an election last week 
and the results of it must have astounded, 
and perhaps given ironic pleasure to the 
shade of the most successful dictator the 
dictator business has ever known. He was 
Mustapha Kemal, called Kemal Ataturk, 
(Kemal means “perfection.” “Ataturk is 
“Father of Turks.”) 


In many respects he was one of the 
world’s great men. In certain fields he 
accomplished changes no other person has 
dared approach, much less do. 

He led a rebellion at the end of World 
War I and took over his ailing country, 
called “The Sick Man of Europe.” To 
Ataturk the West meant progress. 


He abolished the fez, the mark of the 
religious Moslem. He drove out the Sul- 
tan, abolished the caliphate, and. turned 
mosques into storage places for grains and 
vegetables. He Latinized the language, 
‘adopted the Gregorian calendar and the 
metric system. He took veils off the 

.women. He ordered all to wear Western 
‘clothes. He ended polygamy and set up 
‘a new legal code. Of all the great dicta- 
‘tors, only Peter the Great is kin to him. 


His party has been in power since 1923. 
‘Bécause Ataturk turned “the New Tur- 
-key” toward the West, there continued to 
‘develop in it the ideas of freedom which 
‘the West knows. While Ataturk ruled 
‘severely, he always gave lip service to de- 
*mocracy. Indeed, by 1930 he said that 
‘totalitarian rule was boring and so, with 
‘an almost delightful irony, he created an 
opposition party by executive order. Not 
only that but he named men to head the 
ene Party. A few years before he 
‘had hanged leaders of the opposition and 
‘Turks today laugh as they recall the ex- 
‘treme timidity of the opposition leaders 
‘ordered to oppose Ataturk’s regime. 
Ataturk died of a bad liver and too 
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operate common carriers over the city’s 
streets. The city has properly refused to 
license jitneys, but jitneys in the guise of 
“courtesy cars” already are plying the 
streets. 

The public, part of which understand- 
ably is afraid to ride in “courtesy cars,” 
may well ask why the city has granted 
such privileges to those who have ignored 
the general welfare. 

The public is very much a party to the 
trolley dispute because it now is paying 
for the strike and if the Union succeeds 
in imposing its demands upon the transit 
company it will be called upon to pay the 
additional wage cost in higher fares. The 
Company has lost approximately $900,000 
in the past three years. It cannot raise 
wages without another™ fare increase. 
These are incontrovertible facts of record. 

But Jesse Walton and the Labor Bu- 
reau of the Midwest are not interested in 
the public. They are interested only in 
jacking up wage rates in one city one year 
and using that raise as a lever to pry con- 
céssions.in another city later. That is the 
pattern transit strikes have followed. 

The chief beneficiary of the Chamber 


_of Commerce truce plan would have been 


a weary public. A truce would restore 
trolley service while negotiations between 
the Company and the Union continue. It 
was a sensible proposal. In refusing it 
Jesse Walton again has shown his con- 
tempt for the best interests of the com 
munity. !

The result of 
Ataturk’s dictatorship is quite in keeping 
with his life. ' 


Albany Raises 


Teacher Standards 


The Albany (Ga.) School Board has 
ruled that after Sept. 1, 1951, no person 
withgut a college degree will be hired to 
teach in the city schools. The only excep- 
tion will be those teachers who have had 
at least 10 years’ service in the Albany 
system. 

A State Board of Education survey 
shows that in Georgia generally one of 
every 10 white teachers has less than two 
years’ college training and one out of 
every 17 has not been to college at all. ° 

For the State’s Negro teachers the per- 
centage of the poorly trained and the un- 
trained is much higher. 

In light of those deplorable facts, the 
Albany School Board’s ruling is indeed re- 
markable as well as commendable. 

We're glad to note, too, that according 
to Dr. M. D. Collins, State School Superin- 
tendent, steps are being taken to eliminate 
untrained teachers from the schools of the 
State.

NEW YORK—Some hard words from that 
otherwise wind-blown journal, The ‘Congres- 
sional Record, are herewith served: 

“One score and 16 years ago our fathers 

brought forth upon this nation a new tax, conceived in despera- 
tion and dedicated to the proposition that all men are fair game. 


“Now we are engaged in a great mass of calculations testing 
whether that taxpayer or any taxpayer so confused and so impov- 
erished can long endure. We are met on Form 1040. We have 
come to dedicate a large portion of our income to a final resting 
place with those men who spend their lives that they may spend 
our money. 

“It is altogether anguish and torture that we should do this. 
But in the legal sense we cannot evade—we cannot cheat—we can- 
not underestimate this tax. The collectors, clever and sly, who com- 
puted here, have gone far beyond our power to add and subtract. 


“Our creditors will little note nor long remember what we 
say here, but the Bureaw of Internal.

Anybody Got a Spare Lizard? 


I yield to no man in my admiration for lightning bugs. It is one of my great 
pleasures to go out in the back yard after supper every night and sit down on 
the terrace and watch the little fellows with the illuminated derriers turn the 
darkness into a fairyland. You can lie back in the chair and sort of half close 
your eyes and watch the high-flying fireflies winking way up there in the dark 
and turn youg imagination loose and almost believe that you are seeing a new 

star being born and dying instantly in flame. You can see the lightning bugs winking in the deep 
dark of the woods and half believe that they are the lanterns of little people that only poets and 
children can believe in, going on mysterious errands through the darkness. 


The point I am leading up to is this: A light- 
ning bug is a fine thing in its place, but its place 


is outside in the spacious darkness of the great 
outdoors. The lightning bugs around my house 
have shown a strange predilection for domesti- 
cating themselves. There will be about a mil- 
lion of them flying about in the yard, and while 
I am watching these, about 40-odd will manage 
somehow to slip through a crack in the screen 
and get in the house. They go in the bathroom 
and hide in the folds of the shower curtain and 
stay there until everybody has turned the lights 
out and gone to bed and are just about to go 
to sleep. Then, when they are sure you are 
in that strange land between waking and dream- 
ing, half in and half out of the world, they take 
off in squadrons, like jet fighters, and go buzz- 
ing about the bedroom turning on searchlights. 


I don’t know why it ts that a lightning 
bug, whose illuminating device makes only 
a twinkle in the darkness of the outdoors, 
lights up like an atomic explosion in a dark 
bedroom. You could see te read by one 
lightning bug in the house if he would only 
keep his light turned on steadily. In fact, 
once when I was doing a story about a pipe- 
line outfit down in Bolivia, I was startled

* mass exodus frorn high school that each Spring catapults millions 
* of young Americans into what they call the uncharted future, 
| It was a scene probably duplicated in essence in a thousand 
little high schools. The gymnasium was carefully swept and the 
chairs lined up. The teachers, some of whom had taught these 
» youngsters how to hold a pencil in the first grade, were nervously on 
edge lest their charges not show off to their fullest advantage. Tall 
spears of gladioli decorated vases on the stage and there were ar- 
rangements placed at the windows to take away the stark look of 
the athletic quarters. 
The principal, the faculty, the chairman of the Board of Educa- 
* tion, the preacher, the speaker shuffled onto the stage and the 
pianist touched the notes of a marching song. 
: The doors opened and the candidates for graduation entered. 
* Their faces were solemn and their steps were as measured as the 
. tread of a chain of prisoners. They were as old as their parents at 
* that moment, even as old as their grandparents, as they found their 
seats facing their families and friends in the audience. 
They heard their speaker exhort them and the message could not 
have held any surprise in it. It could not go beyond the distances 
their own representatives had probed. 


The chairman of the school board took his place and 
handed out certificates of perfect attendance, little scrolls tied 
in ribbon and carried off proudly by little ones who had con- 
quered many difficulties te become eligible for them.

The library, spotted with new books such as the Churchill war 
trilogy and unexpected old ones such ag Car] Sandburg’s Lincoln 
volumes, is used constantly by children who might never have 
learned the joy of reading without this consolidated effort. 


Television has come here but It is often mostly a matter of tuning 
and retuning in an attempt to improve reception and the diversions 
of families are simpler than we know them in congested urban 
regions. Today the 10 seniors who sat so salemnly upon the bac- 
calaureate platform yesterday are romping on the beach at Jackson- 
ville, their senior vacation spot.

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British Gen. Wavell Dies, 
Led Desert Rats’ Victory 


Smashed Italians 


Recently Had Serious Operation at 67 


LONDON—(AP)—Field Marshal Earl Wavell, desert 
warrior who won the first Allied land victories in World 
War II, died in a nursing home here yesterday. 


The one-eyed British soldier who 
amashed Marshal Rudolfo Grazi- 
ani’s Italian Army in North Africa 
in the dark days of 1940 and 1941 
and won grudging German admira- 
tion, underwent a severe abdomi- 
nal operation on his 67th birthday, 
May 5. He long had suffered from 
jeu 

Recalled by the Labor Govern- 

ment from his post as Viceroy in 
Indja. early in 1947 because he dis- 
agreed with the policy of giving 
I-dia immediate independence, 
Wavell spent the last years of his 
life indulging a taste fof music 
and poetry.

Politically, 
he fought in the House of Lords 
for improved pensions for British 
veterans of the Indian service.
